— At 8:26 the 
Baldwin hotel caught fire, aad it baa 
beea entirely deatroyed. 

Tliere were 800 people, gueata and 
employee in the hotel, whan tbe fire 
broke out, and a numbier of these peo- 
ple are thought to have lost their lives. 
A. J. White Is one of the victims, but 
before he gave up bis life the gallant 
fellow saved the liTes of three women. 

Tha ira ia aald to hava ataitad fa 
tbe kitchen, located In the basement. 
The fire worked its way up through the 
flue to the sixth floor, and before the 
flrst alarm was sent in the fire bad 
gained great headway. 

Tbe flrst alarm waa ■'^gtflOwed by 
others in rapid succesiiW'^til liTa 
calls had been sent in, summoning 
every piece of aparatus at the com- 
mand of the department Thousands 
of people were attracted by the suc- 
cession of alarms and tba ^ara fnw 
the burning building. 

For yeara the Baldwin baa beea re- 
garded by the fire department as the 
most dangerous firetrap in San Fran- 
cisco. Duilt of wood, six stories high, 
with narrow and tortuous hallways, it 
Is a wonder that half of the psopl* la 
tba hotel escaped. 

It is now thought that A. J. White 
and Louis Meyer, a guest who dropped 
dead, were the only people to lose their 
lives. All the other guests are tluniKht 
to have escaped, and all tbe employes 
have been accounted for. 

"Lucky" Baldwin had a narrow ea- 
capa froia periabiag with Ma flratrap. 
Amid all tbe din he slept peacefully un- 
til his room was broken into and ue 
was dragged from hl.s bed. 

E. J. Baldwin stated ,tbat he car- 
ried $100,000 insurance, but he conld 
not remember in what company. 

Filled With Oaesra. 
The guests were panic-stricken and 
many jumped from windows, and 
many of them have been takea to the 
receiving hospital. Tbe lira apraad 
along tba bnildiag, makiag it dIAaaH 

for tbe firemen to do effective work ia 
extinguishing the flames. 

There were many chambermaids em- 
ployed in tbe hotel, nearly all of whom 
sleep on tbe top floor, where the fire 
raged fiercest Feara ware aatertalned 
tbat some of them burned to death. 

The Haldwin hotel, only second to 
the I'alace anionjj tlie >;r('at caravan- 
Eiu'ics of this city, was furnished la 
elegant style. The first floor is partly 
occupied by stores and the basement 
by a fashionable cafe. The Baldwin 
theater, now under lease of Oottlob 
Mux & Company, Is a leading place 
ol amusement on the Pacific coast 
Tlie play "Secret Service," produced by 
William Gillette and his eastern com- 
pany, was played there during the 
evening, and it waa some time after tha 
performaaoo that tbe fira brolM out 
All tbe scenery aad property 9t tha 
piece are ruined. 

Smoke was flrst seen issuing from 
the rocf of the hotel by several young 
men who were star. ding on the side- 
walk. They rushed into the pflUce of 
tbe hotel, and with tbe aid ot \ht Bald- 
win hotel employes went tbroa|||l t|)0 
corridors, giving the aldrfW,' ' " 

The house was full of guests, it be • 
Ing a popular stopping place of rac- 
ing men and other strangara, who ara 
aoiw Tlaltlng the city ia larfa aambOfa. 
Tha aattra city waa iUoartaatad by tlM 
fire. The loss will be la tl^a aia\fkbail> 
hood of $1,000,000.

An annual budget of |oOO,000,000, ex- 
clusive of the postal service, will be one 
of the burdena of tbe imperial policy 
upon which the United States have en* 
tered. The cost of the peace establisb- 
ment, before tbe war with 8pain» ranged | week, 
abont $1,000,000 tbt each ealendar day, or 
$.i(r),ooo,000 per year. 

Tbe increase now likely to be required, 
even in years of peace, is dne to tbe ne< 
ci'saity for maintaining garrisons in each 
of the new dependencies. Larger ap- 
propriations will be reqaired also lor the 
increase nf the navy and its maintenance 
on a tigliting footing iu Pacitic waters and 
for tbe civil government of the islands 
brought under American dominion 
Large sums wil! be required to fortify 
Manilla and other Piiilippine Islands, if 
the United States are to become a world 
power and to be prepared to guard the 
gates of the Pacific in case of war. 

Estimates for aoch expenditurea as 
theae will hot be anbmitted at the com' 

ing session of Congress, nor estimates for 
the improvement of rivera and harbors in 
the new dependenciea. Tbe bare cost of 
the army and navy, the ordinary expen- 
diturea of tbe Government, is not unlike- 
ly to reqoire the whole of the proceeds of 
existing revenue laws and justify tbe de- 
clarations of Mr. Dingley, that no reduc- 
tions in domestic taxation can be under- 
taken at the present time. Intimates for 
the fiscal year beginning next July and 
ending on June 30, 11)00, are now (loniing 
into tbe Troaaury from tbe various bu- 
reaus. They have not yet been com- 
pleted and classified, but there is little 
doubt that they will call for 1500,000,000. 
evei with an allowance for tbe reduc- 
tions which are usually made by the 
committees of Congress. The receipts of 
the(iovernment under the present nnus- 
ual laws will nearly reach this amount 
exclusive of tbe postal receipts, |wbich 
are more than abaorbed by tba ooat of tbe 
postal aervice. 
Taking enstoms collections at tSOO,000- 

00(1|)i'r year, internal revenue collections 
under the old and new laws at $276,000,- 
000, and mtaeellaneooa reoeipta at t25,> 
000,000, about r>on.()oo,0(K) will bo realised 
from the ordinary receipts of theGovem- 
ment. Thia would Jast about make both 
ends meet under the new imperial policy, 
if the additions to the army and navy and 
the requirements for fortifications and 
other public works were kept within $10,- 
000,000 per month. It is possible that a 
considerable portion of this increased ex- 
pense will be borne b? tbe dependencies. 
Cuba is counted upon for a customs rev- 
enue of about $1.">,0<)0,0(X) and the Philip- 
pines are expected to afford about tbe 
aaoia amount from their larger, but poor- 
er, population. 

The time may come when all extraor- 
dinary expenses for garfiaon and fortifica- 
tions will be assumed by the dependen- 
cies themselves, but no e.-timates upon 
this subject can yet he made at the War 
Department or the Treasury. The United 
States must put their bands deep into 
their own pockets to foot the bills pend- 
ing the formulation of their new imperial 
policy.
